His companions identified them- 
selves as Jacob Clark, 27, brother 
of the slain man, who resided with 
him and their stepfather, Charles 
Bounds, at the Brooklyn street ad- 
dress, and Frank Gachioch, known 
as Gotch, 20, a woodworker, 1438 
Madison street. Both said they had 
been drinking and were unable ‘to 
recall stealing 900 pounds of pota- 
toes and 48 loaves of bread found 
in the truck. 

Patrolman Higgins’ Report. 

“Private Watchman George Vel- 
ker and I were on the northwest 
corner of Fourteenth and Benton 
streets when we saw a Ford truck 
9 north in Fourteenth and west in 
Montgomery _ street,” Patrolman 
Higgins reported to his superiors 
of the North Market Street Station. 

“We ran north to Warren street 
and west to an alley, then north 
again, coming out on Montgomery 
just west of Fourteenth street. A 
few minutes before I had en 
chatting with a driver for the Hart- 
man Produce Co, as he was un- 
loading vegetables and other sup- 
af on the sidewalk in front of

STOCKS DECLINE 
IN TIEAVY TRADING 


Brisk Profit Taking Follows Ad- 
vance to Highest Level 
Since 1931. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June 3.—Stocks re- 
acted under brisk profit-taking to- 
day and several of the leading com- 
modities accompanied them down- 
ward. With the tape running as 
much as a quarter of an hour be- 
hind, extreme losses of $1 to $2 or 
more were general for leading 
stocks in a turnover of about 3,800,- 
000 shares. Rails resisted the lower 
trend during the first hour, but 
finally joined the decline. 

The stock market started off at 
a fast pace, blocks of 1000 to 12,000 
shares changing hands. Losses of 
1 to 3 or more »oints were suffered 
by leading issues following their 
climb yesterday to the highest 
levels since 1931. Rails and utili- 
ties resisted for a while, but they, 
too,,/slid off when supporting orders 
in other divisions failed to bring 
any substantial recovery. 

Wheat, corn and cotton drooped 
with stocks and bar silver lost % 
of a cent at 35% cents an ounce.

KNOWN AS TAMER 
OF JOHN L. SULLIVAN 


Civil War Drummer Boy; 
Once Greco-Roman Wres- 
tling Champion; Origina- 
tor of ‘Health Farm’ Idea. 


By the Associated Press. 

PURCHASE, N. Y., June 3.—Wil- 
liam Muldoon, state boxing com- 
missioner and “grand old man” of 
athletics, died at his estate here 
early today from a cancer which 
an operation 18 months ago failed 
to relieve. Eight days ago he cele- 


brated his eighty-eighth birthday. 

Since his birthday Muldoon had 
slowly weakened. Early last eve- 
ning his adopted daughter, Miss 
Margaret Farrell, said he suffered 
another “weak spell,’ which Dr. 
Henry T. Kelly described as a 
heart attack. 

Muldoon passed into a comatose 
condition, occasionally regaining 
consciousness for a few minutes at 
a time. 

Realizing that the end was near, 
Miss Farrell and Dr. Kelly re 
mained with him until he died, at 
3:40 a. m, 

He had never been in bed for 
sickness or accident until two years 
ago when he fell off a horse. He 
recovered and declared he would 
live “many more years,” but age 
began to take its toll. Lately he 
had been suffering from exhaustion 
induced by warm weather and 
arthritis. 

He requested that no church 
ceremonies be held, that there be 
no flowers and no pallbearers, so 
friends in a day or so will take his 
body to a mausoleum at Kensico. 

He was a noted expert on health 
methods. The originator of the 
“health farm” idea and the intimate 
of the leading figures in sports for 
more than half a century. He was 
a drummer boy in the Civil War, a 
former Greco-Roman wrestling 
champion of the world, ex-actor, 
and czar of boxing in this state. 


Farmer’s Son, Tamer of John L. 
Sullivan and Czar of Boxing. 
Muldoon was a farmer’s son, born 
t Belfast, N. Y., May 25, 1845. When 
Lincoln called the North to arms, 
Muldoon went as a drummer boy. 
After the war he worked at a var- 
iety of occupations in New York, 
then got an appointment to the po- 
lice force. 
There his wrestling talent came 
to the front. He became physical 
instructor of the force and director 
of its gymnasium, then branched 
out into professional wrestling. He 
disposed of all Greco-Roman as- 
pirants in this country, one of his 
matches going seven hours; he 
claimed the world championship 
and made the claim good by in- 
vading distant lands, including 
Japan, and defeating all comers. 
In his heyday a song was written 
about him, “Muldoon, the Solid 
Man.” From this he came to be 
known as “The Solid Muldoon.” 
He retired as undefeated title 
holder, then added to his fame by 
taming John L. Sullivan and train- 
ing “the Boston strong boy” for 
his victorious fight with Jake Kil-

How He Subdued John L. 
The Sullivan episode was one of 
the most strenuous in Muldoon's 
life. When Sullivan asked Muldoon 
to supervise his training, Muldoon 
took the job on the one condition 
that John L., would obey orders. 
Training quarters were established 
at Muldoon’s home and the fighter 
was given his first lesson in disci- 
pline the day he was to start train- 
ing. The trainer awakened his 
charge at daybreak and ordered 
him to be ready for work at 7 
o’clock before breakfast. Sullivan 
roared with rage and refused to get 
up. Muldoon stepped out of the 
room and returned with a baseball 
bat. : 

“If you'll drop that club I'll knock 
your head-off,” Sullivan threatened. 
Muldoon threw the bat to one side, 
closed in on Sullivan and they went 
to the floor in a wild wrestling 
bout. Muldoon’s skill gave him an 
easy victory, and every day after 
that he made Sullivan wrestle. 
The result was that Sullivan en- 
tered the battle in the best of con- 
dition and won the undisputed 
heavyweight championship of the 
world. This was the famous fight 
at Richburg, Miss. While Sullivan 
won in the ring, he and Kilrain and 
their backers and trainers lost to 
the law. Sullivan was fined $1000 
and Muldoon $250. 

Next Muldoon managed, trained 
and seconded several old time 
heavyweights, including Mike 
Cleary and Denver Ed Smith. Lat-

POP LIKE BALLOONS 


Residents of Long Beach 
Nearby Fear Earthquake 
—Heavy Property Loss— 


Many Homeless. 


By the Associated Press. 

SIGNAL HILL, Cal. June 3— 
An explosion and fire here late yes- 
terday killed seven persons, sent 50 
more to hospitals and caused dam- 
age of several hundred thousands 
of dollars. Signal Hill adjoins Long 
Beach at the northern city limits. 

Rescue workers searched through- 
out the night for additional bodies, 
but only two persons definitely 
were reported missing. Of those 
in the hospitals, none was expected 
to die of injuries. 

Smoke drifted from the remnants 
of ail derricks ruined yesterday by 
concussion and flame when a com- 
pression chamber, 20 feet long and 
three feet in diameter, at the re- 
finery on Richfield Oil Co. proper. 
ties exploded. Gas rushed from 


the tank, enveloping the field in 
fire. 

Concussion added its destructive- 
ness, as fire licked at oil-soaked 
derrick structures in the field, de- 
molishing frame buildings within 
an area of many blocks and giving 
rise to frantic shouts of earth- 
quake. Long Beach and the sur- 
rounding area on March 10 was 
wracked by an earthquake which 
claimed more than 100 lives. 

Derricks surrounding the ab- 
sorption plant where the explosion 
occurred, toppled like toys. At least 
10 tanks of 1500 to 2500 barrels stur- 
age capacity popped like toy tal- 
loons. Racing flames from the 
plant seemed to catch the oil in the 
air and ignite it. 

Felt 10 Miles Away. 

At Maywood, 10 miles from Sig- 
nal Hill, the explosion was felt witn 
such force that an earthquake 
alarm was sounded and schouvls 
were emptied. 

Those who lost their lives includ- 
ed five men, a woman and her 
young daughter. The men—all em- 
ployes of the Richfield company-- 
were trapped in the company ub- 
sorption plant. Four of them were 
credited with sacrificing their lives 
in an effort to prevent the fire. 

The dead: Duke Gaughan, Bell- 
flower; Ed Weiler, Anaheim; 
Charles Cope, Long Beach; C. S. 
Brown, Fullerton; J. L. Shumway, 
Bellflower; Mrs. Lotte Carlyon, 
Long Beach; her daughter, Marilyn, 
8 years old. 

Mrs. Carlyon and her daughter 
were caught in their home and 
burned to death. The husband and 
father, Thomas F. Carlyon, and an- 
other daughter, were downtown 
when the explosion occurred. 

Mrs. Lloyd H. McCoy of 2628 
Lime avenue, less than: a block 
from the refinery, said she was 
standing in her yard when the first 
explosion came. “I saw a big tank, 
about 30 feet in diameter, coming 
directly at me. It fell 30 yards 
from me. I rushed into the house 
just as the big explosion followed. 
It shook like the earthquake, only 
worse, with glass and plaster show- 
ering everywhere.” 

Many Injured in Homes. 

Most of the injured were victims 
of flying glass and falling plaster 
and brick in surrounding homes. 
Windopys were shattered with such 
force that splintered glass was 
found imbedded more than an inch 
deep in walls across the roomi. 

J. W. Richardson, assistant di- 
rector of the Red Cross in its re- 
habilitation work here in connec- 
tion with the earthquake of March 
10, announced they had received a 
number of requests for assistance 
and that his organization would 
throw its entire resources to the 
use of the several hundred made 
homeless. 

Men, working in the glare of the 
flames, prevented oil flowing from 
broken storage vats from igniting 
and spreading fire to er sections 
of the oii field and residential 
areas. They built dirt dikes to 
divert the oil. ‘ 

The concussion destroyed or bad- 
ly damaged 50 residences in the vi- 
cinity. The explosion hurled em- 
ployes of the company to the

Receiver Consents to Re- 
duced Rate From 10 A. 
M. to 4 P. M. Except Sat- 
urdays and Sundays. 


Henry W. Kiel, receiver for the 
Public Service Co., agreed today 
to a trial of a 10-cent round-trip 
fare o nthe company’s street cars 
and busses between 10 a. m. and 4 
p. m. daily except on Saturdays 
and Sundays. 

The zgreement was reached at a 
conference at Hotel Jefferson with 
Chairman Collet and Commission- 
ers Stahl and Porter of the Public 
Health Commission, with City Coun- 
selor Hay and others sitting in.

ICKES SAYS HIS GENERATION 
HAS “MADE A MESS OF THINGS” 


Tells Graduates Social Revolution 
Is in Progress and Their 
Help Is Needed. 

WASHINGTON, Pa., June 3. — 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes told 
graduates of Washington and Jef- 
ferson College today that they were 
stepping from a college campus into 
“the midst of a social revolution.” 

“Men of my generation... are 
in no boastful spirit when we face 
an audience like this,” he said. “In- 
stead of offering you platitudinous 
advice we are standing before you 
and confessing, frankly and hum- 
bly, that we have made a mess of 
things. 

“In the name of self-government 
we sardonicalty enacted laws only 
to break them openly and flagrant- 
ly. Prohibition statutes were an 
incitement to bootlegging. Income 
tax laws .... were put into the 
books only to be evaded. We jeered 
at our legislative bodies; we scoffed 
at our courts.” 

Declaring that a new social order 
is in the making, Ickes told the 
graduates that “my generation 
needs your help.” 

Ickes was awarded an honorary 
LL. D. degree.

Two amendments inserted at the 
request of Senator Gore (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, would authorize the 
President to initiate proceedings be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to regulate -oil pipe line 
rates and to divorce pipe lines from 
oil companies where unfair prac- 
tices or exorbitant rates “tend to 
create a monopoly.” 

The committee adopted another 
amendment by Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, to permit loans for comple- 
tion of reservoirs and pumping 
plants in connection with canals 


and waterworks. 


The committee 
the licensing provision designed to 
compel objecting industries to co- 
operate; voted in authority for the 
President to lay an embargo on im- 
ports; and rejected the administra- 
tion’s plan for regulation of the oil 
industry. 

Chairman Harrison (Dem.), of 
Mississippi, said he would ask the 
Senate to defeat these changes, as- 
gerting the licensing provision was 
the “only effecaive weapon,” in the 
bill to prevent cut-throat competi- 
tion.

Harrison’s Tax Plan. 

Harrison, outlining his tax plan, 
said it called for: 

A tax on corporation dividends 
withheld at source designed to 
bring in $70,000,000. 

Re-enactment of capital stock 
tax (repealed in 1924), to supply 
$80,000,000. 

Administrative changes to bring 
$15,000,000. 

Gasoline tax increase of %c a gal- 
lon, $62,000,000. 

Harrison said the program was 
designed to plug loopholes in the 
income tax laws which were shown 
by the Morgan inquiry. 

Harrison said he would propose 
extension for three years of the 
consolidated return provision of 
last year’s revenue act which re- 
quires chain stores and corpora- 
tions to pay slightly more taxes if 
one return is filed. 

The administrative changes were 
aimed at private bankers and Har- 
rison said they would “have a vety 
great effect in a case similar to 
that brought out in the Morgan 
testimony” whereby J. P. Morgan 
and his partners avoided paying in- 
come taxes for the last two years. 

Blow at Private Bankers. 

One change would dény private 
bankers exemptions in the capital 
loss sections of existing law and 
another would prevent individuals 
from deducting their shafe in part- 
nership losses. 


“In view of the revelations in 
connection with the Morgan in- 
vestigation,” Harrison said, “I be 
lieve we should eliminate private 
bankers from the exemption pro- 
vided for such bankers in the se- 
curity loss section of the revenue 
act of 1932. 

On the partnership change Har- 
rison said under existing law “a 
partnership pays no tax, but the 
partners includé in their income 
the distributive share (whether 
distributed or not) of the partner- 
ship profits.” 

“In the case of a partnership 
loss the individuals take up their 
proportionate share of such loss. 
In view of the fact that the stock- 
holders of a corporation cannot 
take up on the returns any portion 
of the corporate losses and because 
such losses cannot be carried for- 
ward into the next year in the in- 
dustrial recovery bill, it does not 
appear unfair to take this ad- 
vantage away from the members 
of a partnership.” 

Harrison said his program would 
“force some of the private bank- 
ing concerns to pay a fair propor- 
tion of our tax burden or it will 
force their incorporation so they 
will pay at least as much tax as 
our ordinary corporations.” 

Special Excises Continued. 

The Harriéon plan does not dis- 
turb the House provision extending 
for a year beyond July 1, 1934, the 
special excise taxes now in effect 
and which are estimated to bring 
in from $300,000,000 to $500,000,000 a 
year. 

Changing the House corporation

Attacks Retroactive Feature. 


Reed proposed an amendment to 
strike out the retroactive part of 
the bill. 

Kean (Rep.), New Jersey, con- 
cluded a bitter attack on the bill 
with the cry, “God save the people 
of the United States.” 

Borah (Rep.), Idaho, said the 
constitutional right of Congress to 
enact the proposed legislation was 
unquestionable. The Constitution, 
he said, specifically gave Congress 
the power to coin money and reg- 
ulate its value, and the Supreme 
Court had construed this grant to 
mean that Congress had complete 
control over the subject of money, 
from paper to gold. 

“Congress,” continued Borah, 
“May change the monetary system 
of the country at will, notwith- 
standing the affects of ‘the change. 

“It has been argued that this 
bill would impair contracts. But 
with respect to the impairment of 
contracts, the Constitution lays no 
such prohibition upon Congress as 
it lays upon the states.” 

Borah Denies Reed’s Assertion. 

Borah took direct issue with 
Reed’s statement that the bill vio- 
lated the fifth amendment. That 
question, said Borah, had been 
passed on by the Supreme Court, 
which had ruled that the amend- 
ment did not refer to consequences 
flowing from the rightful exercise 
of a power. It ought to be clear, 
Borah. said, that no contract could 
limit the sovereign power of the 
Government. 

Glass (Dem.), Virginia, inter- 
rupting, said he could only view 
the proposed action of the Gov- 
ernment as “répudiation” of a 
pledge.” 

Two Aspects of Policy. 

Turning from the constitutional 
points, Borah said the question of 
policy involved in the bill had two 
sides. It was a serious thing at any 
time, he said, to change a monetary 
system. The question before the 
Senate wag whether the proposed 
change, which undoubtedly would 
work to the disadvantage of a part 
of the people, would serve the best

Two-Story House at 743 
Yale Av. ’ University City, 


Damaged — Mrs. John 
Williams Cut by Glass. 


The-explosion of a bomb in front 
of a vacant two-story residence at 
748 Yale avenue, University City, 
at 8:30 o'clock night, caused 
$1000 damage to the exterior of the 
building, smashed windows in 
other houses in fhe same block and 
was heard over a wide area A 

crowd quickly gathered. 

Mra. John Williams, lying on a 
settee in the living room of her 
home next door, was cut on the 
right knee by glass from one of 
seven windows shattered in het 
home. 

The house bombed was vacated 
at 11 a. m. yesterday by the fam- 
ily of Joseph M. Liebowits, a build- 
ing contractor. Liebowits, who 
moved to 7430 Delmar boulevard, 
owns the house, which he de- 
scribed as in process of sale. He 
said he never has had serious la- 
bor difficulties in his building op- 
erations, had received no threats 
and was unable to account for the 
bombing. “If I knew the cause I 
would feel easier about it,” he said. 

The explosive, placed against a 
corner of the porch, dislodged stone 
blocks from the porch floor and 
smashed one side of the stone steps, 
Wood panels in the front door were 
blown in, tiles were dislodged 
from the roof and a section of the 
eaves was damaged. Six windows 
were broken. A total of 41 windows 
were shattered in neighboring resi- 
dences. No particle of the bomb 
was found. 

Searching for a motive, police in- 
vestigated the moving concern em- 
ployed by Liebowits yesterday. They 
report that it is a bonded union 
firm operating under the new hour- 
ly scale approved by the majority 
of movers. The head of the firm 
said he could throw no light on the 
bombing. 

Mrs Elmer Richman, 747 Yale 
avenue, told officers that at 3 p. m. 
yesterday a sedan, painted dark 
brown, stopped in front of 743 Yale, 
and two Negroes got out carrying 
what appeared to be a small radio. 
The Negroes started up the steps, 
but Mrs Richman paid no further 
attention to them, except to notice 
that they drove away a few min- 
utes later. She presumed that a new 
tenant was moving in. No. 743 Yale 
avenue was originally No 9, the 
number having been changed re- 
cently to conform with the general 
address plan in University City. 

The bombing was the tenth in 
voving a building since Feb. 1. Re-

Garner’s Ballot on Compro- 
‘Prevents Further Increase 
in Expenditures. 


By the Associated Press. . 
WASHINGTON, June 32.—By the 
margin of a Vice-Presidential vote, 
administration leaders checked a 
revolt in the Senate late yesterday 
against the economy, act, but not un- 
til an amendment had been inserted 


in the independent offices appro- 
priation bill adding $170,000,000 to 
ease the contemplated reductions in 
veterans allowances. 

By the single vote cast by Vice- 
President Garner to break a tie, a 
compromise amendment by Senator 
Connally (Dem.),; Texas, was adopt- 
ed to limit to 25 per cent reduc 
tions in World War service-con- 
nected disability compensations and 
pensions of veterans of the Spanish- 
American War. The vote was 43 to 
42, 

Senator Byrnes (Dem.), South 
Carolina, then had inserted a $170,- 
000,000 appropriation to take care 
of the heavier expenditures arid 
the independent offices bill was 
passed without a record vote, 

Still Saves $250,000,000. 

As sent to conference with the 
House, tt carried $715,740,936 or 
$172,167,000 over the House figures. 
Connally estimated it still would 
save $250,000,000 compared with cur- 
rent veterans’ costs, although the 
administration had planned to lop 
off about $420,000,000. 

Byrnes estimated the Connally 
amendment would require another 
$65,000,000 for Spanish-American 
war veterans and $105,000,000 more 
for World War veterans, than was 
contemplated in.meeting the origi- 
nal provisions of the economy act. 

There was no word from the 
White House as to the feeling of 
the President toward the amend- 
ment, but there were strong indi- 
cations the House would accept the 
addition. 

Debate Limit Lifted. 

Despite Byrnes’ statement early 
in the long session of debate that 
the President was taking steps to 
remedy injustices in the cuts an- 
nounced to take effect July 1, and 
the acceptance by the South Caro- 
linian of a proposed amendment by 
Cutting (Rep.), New México, limit- 
ing World War veterans’ cuts to 25 
per cent, the Senate voted 59 to 21 
to suspend the rules to permit con- 
sideration of a more liberal amend- 
ment. 

Trammell (Dem.), Florida, moved 
the rules suspenion to permit, con- 
sideration of an amendment limit- 
ing World War cuts to 15 per cent 
and won the required two-thirds 
Margin easily. This was the first 
set-back for administration leaders. 

The 15 per cent proposal, how- 
ever, never came to a vote as the 
Connally amendment substituted 25 
per cent and added the Spanish 
War feature, and it carried. 

Changes His Vote. 

Connally’s proposal would have 
carried without the intervention of 
Garner had not Senator Clark 
(Dem.), Missouri switched from 
“aye” to “no” before the result was 
announced to make a tie. 

This would have defeated the 
amendment, but Garner, for the 
first time taking advantage of his 
constitutional privilege to vote in 
case of a deadlock, cast his vote 
with the administration forces, 

Senator Long (Dem.), Louisiana, 
raised a point of order, declaring 
“the chair has no vote.” “He has 
one and has already cast it,” Garner 
shot back. 

Thirty-nine Democrats, including 
Garner, and four Republicans voted 
for the 25 per cent limit, while 16 
Democrats, 25 Republicans and 
Shipstead, Farmer-Labor, opposed 
it. 

Minor Amendments Adopted. 

The Senate also added $2,000,000, 
half of which would go toward ex- 
penses of housing neuro-psychiatric 
patients in State institutions and 
the remainder for hospitalizing nont- 
service connected cases where beds 
are available. 

Senator Tydings (Dem.), Mary- 
land, also won an amendment to 
permit domiciliary care for veter- 
ans of the Boxer rebellion and 
Philippine insurrection with perm- 
anent disabilities, tuberculosis or 
neuro-psychiatric ailments, - and 
hospital treatment for such veter- 
ans with other diseases or injuries. 

Pleading for still smaller guts in 
veterans’ allowances, Senator Cut- 
ting described the economy act us 
“infamous” and said there had been 
“catastrophic epidemics of suicides” 
in every hospital in his State and 
Arizona because of fear on the part 
of veterans of the cuts announced 
to become operative July 1. 

“I have known President Roose- 
velt for 40 years and have the high- 
est affection and admiration for 
him,” he said, “but if all these cases 
coming up went before Franklin 
Roosevelt there wouldn't be any 
need for corrective legislation. They

James J. Mattern Appar- 
ently Headed for Paris in 
Second Attempt to Break 
Post-Gatty Mark.

LEWISPORT, N. F., June 3. — 
James J. Mattern passed over Lew- 
isport on Notre Dame Bay at 12:09 
p. m. Lewisport is 150 miles north- 


west of Harbor Grace, the take-off 
point of many previous attempts to 
fly the Atlantic. : 

Shortly afterward Mattern’s plane 
was heard over Musgrave Harbor, 
Bonavista North, Newfoundland.

NEW YORK, June 3.—James 
Joseph Mattern of San Antonio, 
Tex., took off at 4:20 a. m. today 
from Floyd Bennett Field in a solo 
effort to break the world flight rec- 
ord. It.was his second attempt 
but his first alone. 

There was much confusion as to 
Mattern’s first intended stop. First 
he was represented as-hoping to 
get to Moscow in his plane, “Cen- 
tury of Progress, ‘withotu a stop. 
Later it was said that Berlin, more 
than 4000 miles from New York, 
was his first aim. After he depart- 
éd, however, Jack Clark III, his 
personal representative, announced 
that he would stop first in Paris, 
about 3600 miles from New York, 
take a nap, and then go on to Mos- 
cow. Clark said he should make 
Paris in about 27 hours. 

The round-the-world record, eight 
days, seven hours and 51 minutes, 
was set two years ago by Wiley 
Post and Harold Gatty. 

Six oranges were Mattern’s only 
food supply. 

After Paris, Berlin or Moscow, he 
planned halts for “40 winks” at 
Yakutsk, Siberia; Nome and Fair- 
banks, Alaska, and Edmonton, 
Alta., whence he hopes to fly non- 
stop back to New York. 

This route follows closely the oné 
which he and Bennett Griffin 
mapped last year for a world-cir- 
cling attempt which came to grief 
in a Russian peat bog.

Basing its complaint against the damage suit so- 
li g lawyer on its conviction that “such conduct 
of a law business is a menace to the ordinary ethical 
practitioner,” the court went on to say: 

It violates the elementary standards of fair 
play. A continuation and approval of such con- 
duct dooms the destiny of the legal profession. 
Such conduct also leads to underbidding. It can 
be met only by the solicitation of other attorneys. 
Solicitation of the type here involved is undigni- 
fied, tending to destroy in the eye of the public 
house ideal standards of the bar as an arm of the 

Ww. 

With these words, the Minnesota court served fair 
warning. It did not disbar the attorney in question, 
but said that if he did not refrain from further con- 
duct of this type, it would be the place of the State 
Board of Examiners to apply for judgment of his dis- 
barment. 

Through this decision, the Minnesota Supreme 
Court has set a high standard of legal ethics which 
will cause it to be looked up to by those who seek 
to purify the bar. 
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WHEN SHOULD A HOG ARISE? 
It may be that the Federal Govérnment will win 
that suit against the Wabash Railroad and collect 
the $500 damages it asks for, but everybody with 
the milk of human kindness in his veins will feel 
that the actién «cf the Wabash, or, more accurately, 
its inaction, was an admirable bit of lawlessness. 
At what hour should a hog be awakened after a 
long, tedious ride from Sioux City, Ia., to St. Louis? 
That is the question. The law, it appears, fixes 36 
hours as the time limit for livestock to ride in a 
railroad car. And it is alleged, and admitted, that 
this Iowa hog (there were 230 of them) had been on 
the train exactly 36 hours when they arrived in Bt.

Today, many hundred busses and trucks 
engage in interstate commerce, using these 
rights of way for which they have made no in- 
vestment.

Naturally, 
they can often haul passengers and freight at a 
relatively smaller overhead and capital, lower 
taxes and lower maintenance costs for their 
right of way. ...

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RETIRE JUDGE BROWN. 
One of the three incumbents seeking re-election 
Monday to the bench in the Third Illinois Judicia} 
Circuit is Jesse R. Brown of Alton. The outstanding 
act of Judge Brown’s six years as a Circuit Judge 
was hig amazing injunction, issued in August, 1931, 
prohibiting the Sheriff and State's Attorney of Madi- 
son County from interfering with the operation of 
the Madison Kennel Club’s dog racing track on the 
Collinsville rogd. His injunction was amazing be- 
cause the effect of it was to restrain elected officials 
of the county from doing their duty, and because at 
the time Judge Brown issued the injunction there 
reposed on the court records of Illinois the opinion of 
a higher court that pari-mutuel betting on dog races 
was a “plain violation of the law.” The injunction, 
moreover, lessened respect for law and the courts in 
the circuit, inasmuch as Judgé Brown's colleagues 
had previously issued an order to close the track. The 
people of St. Clair, Madison, Bond, Monroe, Wash- 
ington, Perfty and Randolph counties will have a 
chance Monday to say whether they approve of such 
conduct in a Judge. 


ABOUT SALUTES. 

A recent presidential proclamation increases the 
dignity of Governors by adding two booms to their 
traditional 17-gun salutes when they visit army or 
navy posts in their states, thereby raising them to 
the proud 19-gun status of Cabinet members. This 
leads the National Geographic Society to depart 
somewhat from its topographical researches, and to 
issue a bulletin about salutes, This amenity began, 
the society finds, as an act of submission, which 
later evolved into a formal courtesy. Wach side in 
international salutes (21 guns) is compelled by 
custom to waste an equal amount of gunpowder 
in returning the fire. Why 21 guns? The bulletin 
explains that seven was the original number in ship 
salutes, chosen for its supposed mystical properties. 
Shore forts returned three guns for one, since 
powder on shipboard had to be conserved. Later, 
When better powder was made, ship and shore took 
equal rank. :

Education must bear its share of savings forced by crisis, but, speaker warns, cost-cut- 
ting hysteria and efforts of dishonest reductionists may wreck schools; educators 
are warned to cut waste, but to protect vital functions in their charge; Glenn 
Frank says selfish interests are working destruction behind screen of economy.

ica that we have invested liberally in 

education. For this reason, it was in-' 
evitable that, when dépression began to 
force retrenchments in public expenditures, 
there should come an tntisual concentra- 
tion of public attention) upon the schools. 
For no large public expenditures can be 
exempt from public examination when the 
public income nose-dives to new low levels. 
Nor should it. 

It is the business of social statesmanship 
to turn. this ‘depression-induced concern 
with the schools to constructive rather than 
destructive account. We may either wreck 
or rénew our schools '» this phase of crisis. 

In a ase of crisis, there is always a 
flare-up of superficial a~i sinister criticism 
of the schools by demagogues who are will- 
ing to play horse with anything they_think 
they can capitalize to their personal or, po- 
litical advantage. If the nation listens to 
such voices now, we may wreck Mm a year 
the achievéments of a quarter century. But, 
by and large, the common sense of our 
commonwealths can be trusted to take care 
of their demagogues, at least the more blat- 
ant of the breed.

FIGHT ON QUESTION PUT 
TO MORGAN PARTNER 


Senate Committee to Decide 
Whether to Press Inquiry 
Into Income Returns. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 3.—If the 


Senate committee investigating the 


affairs of J. P. Morgan & Co. per- 
mits, its counsel Ferdinand Pecoru, 
will question the partners on their 
income tax when the hearing is 1e- 


sumed Monday. Pecora plans to 
ask Thomas 8S. Lamont, William 
Ewing and Harold Stanley about 
their personal stock transactions in 
connection with their income tax 
returns. 

The investigation was abruptly 
recessed for the week-end yester- 
day after John W. Davis, counsel 
for the Morgan firm, protested 
against a question directed at La- 
mont that was leading up to the 
subject of his 1930 income tax re- 
turn. 

Chairman Fletcher ruled Pecora’s 
question was pertinent, but Lamont 
pleaded uncertain memory and 
was given the week-end to refresh 
it. Then Davis appealed to Fietch- 
er to call an executive meeting of 
the committee to consider the pro 
priety of the questioning. Though 
this was in effect an appeal for a 
reversal of Fiétcher’s decision, the 
thairmah acquiesced and set the 
meeting for Monday morning be- 
fore the public investigation is re- 
sumed. But today Fletcher dis- 
closed the committee had passed 
on that point last Wednesday when 
it teviewed and approved the pro- 
gram mapped out by Pecora who 
then told committee: members he 
planned to inquire into the per- 
sonal transactions of the three 
partners.

SHAVE AUPTION ACTED 
AT OL COURT HOUSE 


Negro Cast Presents Pageant 
on Spot Where Human Beings 
Were Once Sold. 


The whip cracked again and the 
auctioneer bawled the merits of a 
“Congo nigger” last night on the 
east steps of the Old Courthouse, 
where slaves were sold before the 
Civil War. The historic Dred Scott 
case was tried in the same build- 
ing. 

More than 1000 persons saw the 


pageant, with an all-Negro cast 
and music, songs, dances and dia- 
logue composed by St. Louis Ne- 
groes under direction of the Dra- 
matic League. The pageant was 
called “Dawn.” 

It was written by Miss Julia R. 
Davis of Simmons School. The 
music, mostly of familiar spirit- 
uals was arranged by Antonia L. 
Haskell, St. Louis composer, except 
for one arrangement by Henry T. 
Burleigh. The dances were directed 
by Cleota M. M. Spotts of Sumner 
High School. Selma M. Lewis was 
the accompanist. 

A chorus in bandannas and ging- 
ham, straw hats and overalls, filed 
in between the columns of the Court 
House portico. They retreated be- 
fore the slave-driver, with leather 
boots and snaky whip. 

“John” had picked up some Ne- 
groes cheap,—a little thin after 70 
days at sea on bread and molasses 
and weeks in the swamps—and fat- 
tened them up for the auction. 
“You ought to see my Congo nig- 
gers dance!” A roar of applause 
greeted the grass-skirted girls who 
performed the dance. 

On the block a trained, male slave 
brought $1000. “The best nigger 
wench I ever saw” brought $900. 
Women and even children, in the 
quaint fashion of the day, loitered 
curiously, as at a horse show. A 
by-stander complained that he had 
to lash his cook daily. He was go- 
ing to sell her and her baby down 
the river, but keep her husband. 
Another had no such difficulty. His 
slaves never ran away, for “my ser- 
vants are part of my family.” 

The act ended on the tragic note 
of the family divided by traders. 
But the pageant resumed with its 
reunion, and down the steps filed 
dozens of outstanding Negroes, in 
person or in proxy, whose athieve 
ments in as many different fields 
had been made possible by freedom. 
In the group were veterans of three 
wars, a Shakespearean actor, 4 
nurse, a founder of girls’ schools, 
an inventor, a chemist, a politician, 
an authority on ants and bees. Not 
least was W. C. Handy, and his “St. 
Louis Blues,” with bronze dancers 
at the foot of the steps below a pair 
in evening dréss atid then thé 
massed singers was hard to forget.

PLAN FOR 1934 RELIEF 
CAMPAIGN DISCUSSED 


Community Fund Accepts In- 
vitation to Take Part in 
Its Preparation. 


Members of the Community Fund, 
at their tenth annual meeting yes 
terday in Hotel Statler, accepted 
the invitation of United Relief, Inc., 
to participate in planning a united 
relief campaign for 1934. 

If the proposal receives the ap- 
proval of Catholic Charities, Jewe 
ish Federation and Citizens’ Com- 
mittee on Relief and Employment, 
a steering committee, composed of 
representatives of those organiza- 
tions’ will begin at once to plan 
the 1934 campaign. Relief agencies 
of the four groups joined for the 
first time last winter in a united 
relief campaign, and obtained 
pledges of $2,570,000. 

Sidney Maestre, president of the 
Community Fund, said its imme 
@iate problems were to continue 
the united relief campaign and ut 
the same time preserve the exist- 
ence of the Community Fund as 
such. Dissolution of the Commu 
nity Fund, he said, could not be 
considered at this time, particular- 
ly in view of its accumulated deficit 
which was $113,087 on May 31. 

On Maestre’s recommendation the 
election of officers was ed 
until some solution of these prob- 
lems was reached. This suggestion 
was offered, Maestre said, because 
the present officers feel that mem- 
bers of the fund looked to them 
to complete measures begun during 
their administration. Maestre, who 
is president of Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co., has served two terms as 
president of the Community Fund. 

Maestre said he thought the last 
united relief campaign was organ- 
ized on too narrow a basis, exclud- 
ing some encies which might 
have been itted under a more 
liberal definition of the word retief. 
One function of the Steering Com- 
mittee, he pointed out, would be to 
review on the basis 6f experience, 
which agencies should be included 
and which excluded.

POPE DENOUNCES 
ANTI-CHURCH LAWS 


Statute for Confiscation of 
Ecclesiastical § Holdings 
and Taxation of Monas- 
teries Becomes Effective. 


By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, June 3-—The 
President and Cabinet members of 
Spain and most of the members of 
Parliament have been automatical- 
ly excommunicated from the Cath- 
olic Church for signing or voting 
for anti-Catholic decrees, the Vat- 
ican State Department announced 
today after Pope Pius had issued 
al encyclical declaring that new 
Spanish religious laws constituted 
a grievous attack on the church. 

The department said that no de- 
cree of excommunication would he 
proclaimed because the acts of the 
Spanish Government come auto- 
matically under the provision of 
canon law. 

The Vatican State Department, 
in announcing the excommunica- 
tion, would not admit that the 
Papal Nuncio to Spain, Archbishop 
Tedeschini, would be recalled. But 
it was remarked that it would be 
an anomaly to have an Apostolic 
Nuncio accredited to an excommu- 
nicated Government. The view 
here was that the Spanish Embassy 
at the Holy See would be closed. 
Hundreds Expelled From Church. 

The excommunication was latae 
sententiae, which means that it is 
imposed against those who sign or 
vote for decrees, law or orders 
against tne church and its rights. 

A church legal authority, the 
Rev. Father Ismael Rodriguez, holds 
that the excommunicationg apply 
to all who contributed toward the 
formation and approval of the re- 
ligious law. The number of persons 
affected is not known exactly, but 
it is estimated at several: h red. 

It was reported that the Pope 
May excommunicate each person 
directly when data have been com- 
piled. 

Because high officials are _ in- 
volved in this case, only high church 
officers, it was said, can eject the 
persons affected from churches ur 
prohibit to them the benefits of 
the church, such as the mass, holy 
communion, confession and other 
sacraments. 

Pope Issues, Encyclical. 

Pope Pius in his encyclical ex- 
pressed his deep love for Spain 
but sorrow for the wrong and in- 
juries he said were done the 
church. 

The Pontiff said he had made 
representations to the Spanish Gov- 
ernment because of “the error of its 
course in wounding the dearest and 
most deep-seated sentiments of the 
people in disturbing mutual union 
and harmony, while assuring his 
beloved children of the clergy and 
laity how near his heart they were 
in the course of persecution.” 

After approval had been given the 
law concerning religious congrega- 
tions, however, he said he felt it was 
his duty to raise his voice anew. 

“Attack on Civic Freedom.” 

He described the new law as one 
“which constitutes a new and more 
serious attack not merely on re- 
ligion and the church, but also on 
those accepted principles of civic 
freedom on which the new Spanish 
regime pretends to be based.” 

The encyclical, addressed to all 
bishops in the world, said the Pope 
did not take this action to thwart 
political reforms “because the 
church accommodates herself to all 
forms of government and civil in- 
stitutions provided the rights of 
God and christian conscience are 
left intact.” 

He imputed antagonism toward 
the church to “a hatred which 
secret organizations that seek the 
destruction of all religious and 
social order entertain against the 
Lord.” 

The Pope made eight charges 
against the republic, summarized 
as follows: 

1. The separation of the church 
and the state, which was described 
as being a “most grievous error.” 

2. The Catholic religion has an 
odious watch set over its teachings 
in schools; the exercise wf worship, 
religious processions, the adminis- 
tration of sacraments for the dy- 
ing, and services for the dead were 
hampered. 

Church Deprived of Property. 

3. The church was stripped 
of all property and forced to pay 
a tax. 

4. Churches were 
property of the state. 

5. Religious congregations were 
deprived of the right to teach. 

6. Religious orders which took a 
vow of obedience to authority oth- 
er than the state were suppressed. 

7. A blow was aimed at the 
supreme authority of the church 
by the declaration that the “au-

She related she had known Capt. 
Schaaf for 30 years; that he nad 
asked her to go to his home at Fern 
Glen as housekeeper in 1926, short- 
ly thereafter proposing marriage. 
His first wife had died many years 
before and his second in 1926. 

They were married last August by 
a Justice of the Peace at Waterloo. 
Ill., but kept the news from Mrs.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—Investi- 

gation of the farm board and its 

related agencies has brought dis- 


closure that the Farmers National 
Grain Corporation borrowed mil- 
lions from the Government at one- 
eighth of one per cent, while 
farmers paid as high as six and 
seven per cent for the money. 

This and other facts were con- 
tained in a report to the Senate on 
a long inquiry made by Comptrol- 
ler General J. R. McCarl. Senator 
Norris (Rep.), Nebraska, had the 
study made and a special investiga- 
tor is now analyzing McCarl’s find- 
ings for the Senate Agriculture 
Committee. 

The Farmers National was organ- 
ized under auspices of the farm 
board and dealt with the grain stab- 
ilization corporation, also created 
by the board for its grain price 
pegging enterprise. 

McCar! said the Farmers Nation- 
al bought grain handling facilities 
from the Farmers Union Terminal 
Elevator Association, St. Paul, for 
a price including $100,000 for “good 
will.” President of the St. Paul 
Company was M. W. Thatcher, a 
director of the Farmers National 
who subsequently resigned the di- 
rectorship and was appointed 
“Washington representative” of the 
corporation at $12,000 a year. He 
still has the place. 

This $100,000 was one item of a 
$600,000 total shown by the report 
to have been paid out for “good 
will” in the purchase of grain ter- 
minal properties. 

McCar! said the Farmers WNa- 
tional still owes the farm board 
$15,000,000. The one-eighth interest 
rate was made possible by the agri- 
culture marketing act’s provision 
that the interest to be charged co- 
operatives should not exceed the net 
yield to purchasers of Government 
securities. The muney, said the re- 


} port, was lent to regional co-opera- 


tives which paid as high as three 
and four per cent of it, and in turn 
made loans to farmers at prevailing 
local rates, many six and seven per 
cent. 

Another disclosure was that

EXPLAINS STATUS OF NEW 
NATIONAL SECURITIES ACT 


Federal Trade Chairman Says It 
Will Be 60 Days Before It Is 
in Practical Operation. 

WASHINGTON, June 3. — Chair- 


man Charles H. March of the Fed- 
eral Trade Comimssion announced 
yesterday that provisions of the 
national securities act regarding 
fraudulent statements and practices 
“are now in effect.” But, March 
said, the provisions requiring regis- 
tration statements on new securi- 
ties issues “for all practical pur 
poses of the act will not be in full 
operation until 60 days following 
the date of enactment.” That date 
was May 27. 

“Securities which were placed in 
the market prior to May 27 or 
which may be placed and sold up 
to and including 60 days from the 
date of enactment,” March § said, 


“will not come under the registra-| 


tion requirements of this act. For 
new securities sold subsequent to 
the 60-day period, the act will be 
in full force and the issuers muat 
file with the commission the regis- 
tration statements and other data 
required by the act. 

“No statement is to be con- 
strued as an indorsement or ap- 
proval of a security or of a com- 
pany on the part of the commis- 
sion.”

shrinkage ir assets. 

Bernhardt said the difference in 
the statements reflected charge 
offs to provide for depreciation and 
liquidation of assets to pay off lia- 
bilities in the period before the 
Government took charge,

000 alleged to have been used in 
stock market speculations by Hen- 
ry P. Mueller, the president and 
Harry G. Treiert, vice-president 
and cashier.

Assets listed are $8275 in cash, 
$897,741 in bills receivable, and 
$263,897 in “other” assets, which, 
Bernhardt said, include bonds and 
stocks, real estate, and money due 
from banks. 

More than half of the bills re- 
ceivable, Bernhardt said, are notes 
secured by real estate collateral. 
Some of these notes, he said, were 
given by persons to whom the bank 
deeded real estate so that the notes 
rather than the real] estate, might 
appear in its statemens. He said, 
however, he anticipated no great 
loss would result by virtue of the 
real estate collateral. Persons who 
have borrowed from the bank, he 
added, are co-operating with him 
by making every effort to take 
care of their obligations and facili- 
tate liquidation. 

The bank, at Jefferson avenue 
and Cherokee street, was one of 
those which did not reopen after 
the bank holiday which began 
March 3. The receiver advertised 
today that claims to receive con- 
sideration must be filed three 
months from today. 

The Comptroller of Currency has 
not yet levied an-assessment against 
stockholders, but the receiver has 
said they will probably be assessed 
100 per cent of their holdings, the 
full amount provided in the double 
liability provision in the charter of 
national banks. Cherokee National 
was capitalized at 200,000.

If your hall is of “room” 
size, I would suggest that you put 
in a base plug in addition to other 
outlets, because a lamp on a table 
always adds &@ note of homelike 
ness, which ceiling lights and side 
brackets never quite éxpress. 


In ng your living room it is 
itm t to install an outlet on 
each side of every door, because if 
you put a base plug on one side of 
a door and then find later that you 
want to stand a lamp on the vther 
side of the door, a wire must be 
laid down under the floor (which 
must be torn up) or else you must 
string a wire all around the door 
frame, which is not exactly orna- 
mental. If you are having side 
brackets, it is important that you 
carefully measure the space in 
which every picture or mirror is to 
hang and each piece of furniture is 
to stand, and THEN mark the 
places where the brackets will not 
etstruct your furnishings. No items 
have spoiled rooms more often than 
side lights in the wrong places. Re- 
member, too, that since side lights 
are for decoration rather than to 
see by, plug outlets should be set 
inte the baseboard in addition to 
the wall outlets. 


Of course, it is necessary that we 
make our individual lighting plan, 
but safe advice is to put in a reck- 
less number of base plug outlets, 
and very carefully considered wall 
and ceiling outlets. In high-ceil- 
inged rooms, chandeliers are beau- 
tiful—when they ARE beautiful. 
But like the little girl with the curl, 
when they are bad, they are ter- 
rible. The present craze for indi- 
rect lighting, liked by men and 
approved by oculists, puts the em- 
phasis on the ceiling, which is con- 
trary to charm in decoration. In- 
direct lamps, which can be 
switched on when needed, are of 
course excellent. In a living room 
of inviting charm, interest centers 
on inviting arrangement of com- 
fortable sofas and chairs—comfort- 
ably and becomingly lighted—not 
on the céfling.

Snake Venom and 
Epilepsy 


HERE are several cases on rem

is said to have caused a perm» 
nent arrest of fits in an epileptic. 

Although they are mostly hear 
gay cases, science is unwilling to 
commit the sins of omission and 
has studied the sub carefully to 
determine new of treat- 
ment for these attacks. 

As long ago as 1910 crotalin, @ 
substance derived from the v2nom 
of the American rattlesnake, was 
tried as a remedy for epilepsy. In 
1915 Dr. D. H. Thom concluded 
from his studies that the usefulness 
of this remedy in epilepsy was neg- 
ligible, and that the use of snake 
venom Was not without danger. 

Some 10 years later further 
studies were made in the use of 
snake venom in epile:sy and in 
other diseases, notably tuberculosis. 

Favorable reports were issued ; 
first, but later it was found th 
the benefits were only tamporary in 
duration and were chiefly due to 
what is known as shock therapy, 
that is, the reaction elicited from 
the body by introducing into it for-

encouraging. However, so many 
epilepsy cures have had their 4d; y 
and then disappeared, that snié, 
tists accept new treatments for 6pty 
lepsy with justifiable caution. 

Recent work in the control of epi- 
leptic seizures by dehyra by the 
use of diets with an en⸗ re- 
sult, and in a certain number of 
suitable cases by , has given 
us a better insight into this baf- 
fling condition. But we stiji lack an 
effective cure. 

To the afflicted the best advice 
that can be offered is to adhere to 
the established methods of treat- 
ment, which are fairly effective in 
reducing the fréquency and the se 
verity’ of the seizures.

Although they are mostly hear- 
say cases, science is unwilling to 
commit the sins of omission and 

to 
determine new possibilities of treat- 
ment for these attacks. 

As long ago as 1910 crotalin, a 
substance derived from the v3nom 
of the American rattlesnake, was 
tried as a remedy for epilepsy. In 
1915 Dr. D. H. Thom concluded 
from his studies that the usefulnéss 
of this remedy in epilepsy was nég- 
ligible, and that the use of snake 
venom was not without danger. 

Some 10 years later further 
studies were made in the use of 
snake venom in epilezsy and in 
other diseases, notably tuberculosié. 
Favorable reports were issued 
first, but later it was found 
the benefits were only tamporary in 
duration and were chiefly due to 
what is known as shock therapy, 
that is, the reaction elicited from 
the body by-introducing into it for- 
eign proteins. 

Further work of a similar nature 
was carried on in South Africa. 
Here again the ¢irst reports were 
encouraging. However, so many 
epilepsy cures have had their day 
and then disappeared, that scic 
tists accept new treatments for a¥ 
lepsy with justifiable caution. 
Recent work in the contro! of epi- 
leptic seizures by dehyration, by the 
use of diets with an acid en@ re- 
sult, and in a certain number af 
Suitable cases by surgery, has given 
= a better insight into this baf-
